One of its resolutions asked 
the state to provide school 
money at least proportional to

relative financial 
position in the nation. 
The 
state provides about 
$142 per pupil each year. The 
average for all the states is 
$194. Advocates of the reso­ 
lution argued Missouri ranks 
12th in the nation in per capi­ 
ta expenditures for schools. 
The average salary for Mis­ 
souri’s school personnel, they 
said, is $5,800 a year; and 
this is $538 below the national 
average. 


For many years, the teach­ 
ers’ association has advocated 
relaxation of the constitutional 
requirement that proposals for 
school district bond issues must 
be passed by a two-thirds ma­ 
jority.

The charge has been indirectly 
aimed at some 2ast European 
Communists, n >st notably the 


Romanians. 
The Chinese premier headed 
a seven-man delegation to the 
celebration Saturday comme­ 
morating the 47th anniversary 
of the Bolshevik revolution. 
It will be the first high-level 
meeting between the Soviet and 
Chinese 
Communists 
since 
peace talks between the two 
parties broke down in Moscow in 
July 1963. After that the con­ 
flict between the two nations 
sharpened and split the world 
Communist movement.

Paz, 57, who became presi­ 
dent when a popular uprising 
threw out a military junta in 
1952, fled with his family and 
aides to Peru in a Bolivian 
military plane. 


He told newsmen in Lima his 
vice president, Air Force Gen. 
Gene Barrientos, was to blame 
for the coup. 


“ He wanted to be president so 
he rounded up air force and 
army support and overthrew 
me,” Paz siad. “ I stiU have the 
support of my people.” 


Paz said the head of Bolivia’s 
new military junta, Gen. Alfre­ 
do Obando Candia, “ is the best 
of the lot. He was not mixed up 
with the others, but Barrientos 
will doubtless try to become 
president one way or another.” 


Obando 
is 
commander of 
Bolivia’s armed forces. He told 
the nation the junta will hold 
power as briefly as possible and 
will hold new elections. 


Paz served as president until 
1956, but the constitution barred 
his re-election. He was elected 
again in 1960 and changed the 
constitution to permit his re- 
election last May. Parties boy­ 
cotted the election and charged 
that the government stuffed the 
ballot boxes to get the 90 per 
cent vote which Paz claimed.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Michi­ 
gan 
Gov. George 
Romney 
emerged today as the strong 
man at the ballot box of a Re­ 
publican party shattered by 
President Johnson’s towering 
presidential election victory. 
In the almost incredible vote 
avalanche 
in which Johnson 
registered strongly in nearly 
every 
precinct outside 
five 
Southern states and Arizona, 
Romney 
won re-election by 
cutting deep into Democratic 
Detroit, upping his previous 
support in Negro districts and 
winning 40 per 
cent backing 
from those who voted for the 
Democratic President. 
Defeated 
GOP 
presidential 
nominee Barry Goldwater has 
said he does not intend to yield 
the reins of the Republican 
party. But he conceded that he 
thinks the GOP will pick “an­ 
other man to run” in 1968 “and 
as of now that would be floe 
with me.” 
Romney, who wouldn't bad: 
Goldwater actively because of 
the latter’s vote against the. 
Civil Rights Act, already was cm 
the offensive. His state’s GOP 
national committeeman, John 
Martin, called for the dumping 
of Goldwater’s personally se­ 
lected chairman of the Republi­ 
can National Committee, Dean 
Burch. 
Burch, clinging to his $30,000- 
a-year job, found some “en­ 
couraging” signs in a debacle 
in which Goldwater won six 
states and 52 electoral votes 
to Johnson's 44 states and over­ 
whelming 486 Electoral College 
ballots. 
The GOP national chairman 
said the election had established 
a “true two-party system In the 
South” - which ths Democrats 
debated hotly; had won more 
than 26 million voters to “the 
conservative philosophy” and 
had ended the campaign “ fis­ 
cally sound and strong.”

AIDS OTHERS IN GETTING U.S. GOLD 
'en years ago, the American dollar was the 
lest currency on earth. The value of every 
ler medium of exchange was measured in 
•ms of the American dollar. Americans were 
mraged to travel and to spend abroad. Wash- 
>n was in a position to guide the whole 
svelopments of millions in other lands. 
The situation has been reversed. Some Euro­ 
pean currencies are sounder than our own. As 
M result, g£ld is moving out of this country. 
Russia is Acquiring large amounts of our 
"dwindling gold reserves. By means of clever, 
complex, international financial manipulations, 
the Kremlin has siphoned off some $25 million 
in U. S. gold stocks in the past year and has 
made a profit of more than $5~TriflIlon while 
doing so. 
¿. What led us to this situation? 
i The importance of gold backing for the dollar 
is not as easily recognized as it used to be, be­ 
cause we have been off the gold standard for 
nearly 30 years. Formerly every dollar put into 
•circulation by our government was redeemable 
,in gold or silver on demand by the bearer. No 
trust or pxfemise was involved; the govern­ 
ment's obligation to pay in bullion was absolute. 
.By law, gold and silver reserves had to be 
maintained as permanent backing for the cur­ 
rency, but since 1933 we have been on what 
lias been called a “paper standard.” No Amer­ 
ican can demand and get gold from the gov­ 
ernment for a dollar. In fact, with few excep­ 
tions, Americans are not allowed to possess 
gold in quantity. 
This change was made possible by passage 
of & law, the constitutionality of which was up­ 
held by a margin of only one vote in the Supreme 
Court. 
However, in our dealings with other nations 
we still must back our dollars with gold which 
we will pay on demand. Our national reserves 
of gold are held for this purpose. The citizen 
must rely on the government's declaration that 
a dollar is actually worth a dollar, but foreign 
bankers can demand hard cash in gold. They are 
especially likely to demand it when they begin 
to lose confidence in our government's financial 
Management. 
pFour years ago the outflow of gold from the 
United States to foreign countries began to 
breach Alarming proportions. Part of this out- 
fkW wagrthe result of claims upon the govern­ 
ment directly. The principal cause was that 
•we were paying out for more than we were 
«taking In. Only a shift in gold reserves could 
'^balance out this deficit.A few half-way measures 
ihave slowed down the gold outflow somewhat 
"during the last two years, but it continues at a 
..dangerous rate. 
it ’ Last spring our gold reserves were $15 bil­ 
lion — their lowest level since 1939. This was 
3|4 billion less than the total of short-term 
(’foreign claims outstanding against us. The gold 
1 outflow had not been reduced below the rate of 
-the previous year, and imbalance of payments 
"and receipts, in favor of foreign countries, was 
twice as great as that of the same time in 1962. 
Suppose you had $15,000 in the bank, but owed 
$19,000 in short-term claims. Suppose you were 
still spending beyond your income and your 1963 
payments had exceeded income by $700. You 
would then be in a position similar to that which 
our country is in today on the international 
money market. You would be an extremely poor 
credit risk. 
The outflow of gold is occurring because our 
government is putting the economic interests of 
other nations ahead of our own. Perhaps the 
planners assumed that we were in such a strong 
eoonomic position after World War Two that 
we could count on keeping it without effort . 
and watchfulness. Today the most economically 
sound nations are those of Western Europe. 
They are sound because they have always put 
their own national economic interests first. 
2 Our government has gone to amazing lengths. 
to avoid admitting the real and obvious causes 
of the weakening of the dollar. 
American tourists and the families of American 
servidemen have been subjected to regulation 
as though they were responsible for the balance 
of payments problem. Their contribution is like 
a drop of water when compared to the Niagara 
Falls of government spending through the foreign 
aid program which has spent $100 billion since 
the end of World War Two. 
^Aceording to intelligence authorities, Soviet 
wussia gets U. S. gold by some clever horse 
trading of rupees marketed in Chicago and 
New York by individuals working for the Rus­ 
sian government. 
First, Russia sells gold to India at the World 
market price, considerably higher than the 
U. S. price of $35 an ounce. In return, it re­ 
ceives rupees which 
it sells in the United 
States for dollars. Gold is demanded in pay­ 
ment for dollars — and at a tidy profit. 
This and similar financial manipulations have 
been investigated by the Senate Internal Secur­ 
ity Subcommittee and the House Foreign Aid 
Appropriations Subcommittee. 
Foreign aid is the obvious cause of the im­ 
balance of payments. Yet the connection with 
foreign aid is rarely mentioned. The explana­ 
tion of this great silence is simple. Foreign 
for most of our government planners and 


officials is one of the most sacred of all 
sacred cows. No matter what happens, it 
is not to be attacked or criticized. 
If Americans understood how foreign aid is 
weakening the foundations 
of 
our economy 
through the gold outflow, there would be an­ 
other and powerful argument for its drastic 
reduction. 
There is another reason for the weakness of 
our dollar on the international money market: 
the decline of confidence in the financial man­ 
agement of our government. 
The reason for this cloud of doubt is deficit 
spending. Again, like foreign aid, it is rarely 
if ever mentioned officially. 
An amazing number of American economists 
have somehow persuaded themselves that a nation 
can keep spending money it doesn't have with­ 
out weakening its financial position. In Europe, 
the men who understand money and business 
know better. They remember the collapse of 
the French franc and the German mark between 
the two world wars. They know that deficit 
sDending and inflation go hand in hand and 
that courting votes with a free-spending treasury 
is courting disaster. The financiers of Europe 
are not biding their time. They are calling in 
their short-term obligations now. 
So, more and more of our gold passes into 
foreign hands. The trend deeply concerns our 
friends in Europe as well as perceptive Amer­ 
icans, because Europe’s survival against the 
Russian menace depends on a strong and sound 
America. Some of Europe’s most hard - headed 
financial experts, particularly in France, have 
repeatedly tried to explain the economic facts 
of life to brash, free - spending U.S. officials. 
Their explanations have had little effect. 
Our planners are sure they have all the 
answers, just as they were sure after the war 
that West Germany’s only road to recovery was 
through socialistic planning and not personal 
enterprise. Walter Heller, now the chief ec­ 
onomic adviser to the President, strongly rec­ 
ommended socialistic policies as the only path 
for West Germany in 1951. As noted in The 
Fringe on Top, a book written by M. Stanton 
Evans, recipient of two Freedom Foundation 
awards, West Germany refused Heller’s ad­ 
vice. 
West German leaders did exactly the opposite 
of what Heller proposed. West Germany now has 
a budget surplus. The U. S. had a budget deficit 
of more than $6 billion in the 1963 fiscal year. 
A budget deficit of more than $11 billion is 
planned for the U.S. for fiscal 1964. 
We can see that foreign aid and deficit spend­ 
ing are not just internal problems. They threaten 
our worldwide position in the money market, 
our foreign policy and our leadership of the 
free world. Only the blind core of worshippers 
of John Maynard Keynes* pie-in-the-sky theories 
of economics can fail to see the end result of 
a deliberate policy of paying out more than we 
take in and putting other nations’ economic 
interests ahead of our own. 
From the paper-money advocates of colonial 
days to the deficit spenders of today, “easy 
money” schemes have never lacked a voice. 
The American people have never mortgaged 
their future to them. They have stood by sound 
money. Now is the time for them to stand by 
it again. 
As for our supply of gold, Americans may 
one day paraphrase the words of the grizzled 
old miner by saying: 
“Once, there was gold in them thar* vaults.”

The number of women in gain­ 
ful employment in the United 
States has nearly doubled since 
the start of World War n, it 
.is reported by statisticians. 
From 1940 to 1960 their num­ 
ber rose from 11,178,000 to 
21,172,000, a greater relative 
increase than that for em­ 
ployed men. 
The largest gain was in the 
employment of women in cleri­ 
cal and kindred occupations, 
where the increase amounted 
to more than 3,900,000 since 
1940. By 1960 there were over 


6,290,000 women holding such 
positions, constituting 30 per­ 
cent of all female workers. One 
of every 10 employed women 
was a secretary, stenographer 
or typist, the statisticians point 
out. 
Appreciable gains also were 
noted for the service occupa­ 
tions, which include waitresses, 
cooks, beauticians and practical 
nurses. Women workers in ser­ 
vice occupations, other than 
those in private households, in­ 
creased to 2,846,000 by 1960, 
or 2 1/3 times the number 20 
years earlier. 
Participation of women in pro­ 
fessional and kindred employ­ 
ment also has accelerated. 
Their number reached more 
than 2,750,000 in 1960, ap­ 
proximately 1,104,000 of them 
* were elementary and secondary 
school teachers. 
In one respect, the trend of 
female employment was re­ 
versed. The number of women 
working in private households 
dropped nearly a third between 
1940 and 1950, but picked up 
substantially in the past decade. 
There were 1,665,000 women 
working in private households 
in 1960, still 300,000 below the 
number 
in 1940, the statis­ 
ticians concluded.

McComb, Miss. — There is 
a lot of sentiment in Missis­ 
sippi for better understanding, 
with the Negro population, but 
it is scattered and sometimes 
has a hard time making itself 
heard. 
It Includes such voices as 
those of Mayor John D. Hol­ 
land of Vicksburg, Mayor John 
J. Nosser of Natchez, and May­ 
or Allen Thompson of Jackson 
who though originally mobil­ 
izing a small mechanized army 
to cope with race problems 
has 
now steadfastly main­ 
tained that the law is the law 
and the Civil Rights Law must 
be observed. 
There are also such moder­ 
ate voices asking for better un­ 
derstanding as those of editor 
Louis Cashman, Jr., of the 
Vicksburg Post, who recently 
published Rabbi Blinder’s re­ 
view of the very critical book, 
**Mississippi, The Closed So­ 
ciety,” by Prof. James. W. Sil­ 
ver of the University of Mis­ 
sissippi. 
Even in the heart of turbu­ 
lent Southern Mississippi where 
most of the bombing has oc­ 
curred, Paul Pittman of the 
Tylertown Times has vigorous­ 
ly editorialized against vio­ 
lence, while Oliver Emmerich, 
editor of the McComb Enter­ 
prise - Journal, has fought a 
valiant, uphill battle against 
bombing and for better race 
relations. 
««It is no longer a matter of 
segregation, but a matter ol 
the survival of our community,” 
says Editor Emmerich. 
In general, also, Mississippi 
newspapers 
have 
published 
critical reports by this column, 
which is more than some north­ 
ern newspapers can say regard­ 
ing the exposure of certain 
local operations close to home. 
Further, some police of­ 
ficers, such as Chief Murray 
Sills of Vicksburg and Chief 
George Guy of McComb, have 
been fighting uphill battles tor 
law and order. Chief Guy, for 
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instance, was not in favor of 
arresting freedom workers for 
cooking in their own headquar­ 
ters without a health permit. 
—MUTED MODERATE 
VOICES— 
However, 
the 
moderate 
forces in Mississippi are up 
against two problems: 
1. The extreme racists, in­ 
cluding the white citizens coun­ 
cils, ami the Ku Klux Klan 
which has greatly increased in 
strength during the past two 
years. 
2. The unwillingness of even 
moderate white leaders to sit 
down and talk better under­ 
standing with the leaders of CO- 
FO (The Council of Federated 
Organizations) or SNCC (The 
Student Nonviolent Coordinat­ 
ing Committee). These are the 
groups which mobilized stu­ 
dents from all over the United 
States to carry on the (Sum­ 
mer Project” and are now en­ 
deavoring to register 
Negro 
voters and conduct freedom 
schools. 
Moderate white leaders are 
willing to talk to Negro clergy­ 
men and Negro businessmen In 
their communities, but flatly 
refuse to have any discussions 
with the leaders of COFO and 
SNCC, though it is these two 
groups which are actually car­ 
rying the torch in Mississippi. 
The problem of the Mis­ 
sissippi moderates is best il­ 
lustrated by the trials and tribu­ 
lations of Editor Emmerich in 
McComb. 
—THE RISKS OF COURAGE — 
During the ‘«Ole Miss” dis­ 
turbances in 1961, a battery of 
northern 
newspapermen in­ 
vaded McComb and dropped 
around to see Editor Emmerich 
for advice and background in­ 
formation. He extended them 
the usual courtesy of the pro­ 
fession. However, their pres­ 
ence was resented by certain 
McComb extremists and one 
day, while standing on a street 
corner, one extremist came up 
to Emmerich and, without any 


advance warning, punched him 
in the nose. 
The assailant was arrested 
and tried. During the trial, the 
judge permitted a copy of the 
Negro magazine Ebony, purely 
irrelevant to the trial, to be 
passed around the jury. Its 
members, like most Missis­ 
sippi juries, acquitted the de­ 
fendant. 
Editor Emmerich, however, 
is continuing his campaign for 
better understanding. He points 
out that on July 1, the Fair 
Employment section of the Civil 
Rights Act will go into effect, 
at which time Negroes in Mis­ 
sissippi will have an equal 
chance along with whites for 
jobs 
in the lingerie mills 
around McComb, and that Mc­ 
Comb is doing little to pre­ 
pare for this. 
Up in Tupelo, in northern 
Mississippi, Smmerich points 
out, "The economics of the 
racial problem are being met 
successfully. 
Tupelo’s re­ 
sponsible leadership is working 
to the end of full employment 
for all their local people, both 
white and Negro. 
"Tupelo’s first step has been 
through an extensive manpower 
and vocational program 
to 
train workers for skilled jobs. 
. . The courses are open to 
white and colored alike. The 
program 
is being operated 
smoothly, effectively, and with­ 
out tension or conflict. . . At 
Tupelo people are too busy 
solving their problems to dis­ 
cuss the matter of race. 
‘«It is time for responsible 
leaders in the McComb area to 
provide our people with the 
needed community Initiative. ..

Labor’s Political Drive Cost 
$15 Million 
Washington, D.C.: --Insiders 
are predicting that election 
post-mortems will prove that 
labor’s fantastic national po­ 
litical machinery delivered as 
many, or more, votes to Pres­ 
ident Johnson than the Demo­ 
cratic Party apparatus itself. 
It took amazingly coordinated 
action, directed by some of 
the country’s best organiza­ 
tional brains, and well over 
$15 million, not to mention the 
heaviest concentration of men 
and technical equipment in po­ 
litical history. 
It was one man, however, who 
really pulled it all together. 
He’s Lyndon Baines Johnson 
who, as recently as April 18, 
1963, had to fight to get five 
minutes on the program of the 
massive celebrations for the 
Fiftieth Anniversary of the U.S. 
Dept, of Labor. That night, for 
example, the official time­ 
tables distributed at the big 
banquets in New York insthicted 
the toastmaster: ‘‘8:55: Read, 
if time permits, message from 
Vice-President Johnson.” 
*«9 p.m. — Entertainment 
(Carol Lawrence).” 
Yet within 18 months the 
President has been literally 
hero-worshipped by labor men' 
who are about as emotional as 
the Sphinx and as easily wooed 
as a stone image of Nefertiti. 
The 
President bound them 
closer to him than did Franklin 
Roosevelt. 
Mr. Johnson made allies of 
them by opening the White 
House, not only to the national 
chiefs, but to their colleagues, 
aides and families. Again and 
again, he summoned Cabinet 
members to brief them. In hun­ 
dreds of personal phone calls 
and private talks the chief exe­ 
cutive sought their advice and 
never forgot to follow through. 
He talked up, not down to them. 
Many times he took their ad­ 
vice on strategy and tone. 
He 
never 
overlooked an 
amenity. Those who came to 
his home, 
table 
and con­ 
ference rooms received per­ 
sonal letters of thanks. Last 
May some 120 labor editors 
were asked in. Each received 
a personal letter thanking him 
and asking for support in 
his legislative drives. Some 
received two and three notes. 
If there was no time, his aide, 
Jack Valente, would write and 
soon the President’s letter fol­ 
lowed. 
He got to know their names 
and their headaches and would 
inquire of their troubles. 
The President, and that part 
of his staff headed by press 
secretary 
George 
Reedy, 
watebqd the labor press. Hun­ 
dreds of letters went out from 


the President thanking the edi­ 
tors for their editorial com­ 
ment. To many of them he wrote, 
"We are allies, my friend. . .” 
As each labor paper and un­ 
ion endorsed him, the union 
president — be he national or 
local — received a note of 
appreciation. 
One of those to whom he has 
been particularly devoted is 
the ladies garment worker’s 
president 
David 
Dubinsky. 
There is a personal bond be­ 
tween 
the lanky ex-school 
teacher and the peppery, ban­ 
tam ex-garment cutter. 
It was Dubinsky — along 
with his colleague Alex Rose, 
the hatters’ latter - day Jim 
Farley — who gave Vice Pres­ 
ident 
Lyndon 
Johnson 
the 
Liberal Party platform on Oct. 
15, 1963, at a moment when 
Mr. Johnson could have walked 
through New York’s Times 
Square at theatre hour and not 
attract a corporal’s guard. 
It was the same strong vote- 
getting group which ran the 
most massive political rally 
of the national campaign in New 
York’s garment area, Thurs­ 
day, Oct. 29. 
But there were many other 
labor leaders responsible for 
the mass movement of cam­ 
paign workers into more than 
140,000 precincts of the land. 
There was Roy Reuther, work­ 
ing quietly in the national COPE 
headquarters, directing an in­ 
tricate national machine which 
will not be dismantled. R was 
this AFL-CIO central 
office 
which coordinated with the White 
House, the big labor conven­ 
tions which heard Mr. Johnson 
in person, over leased telephone 
wires or on closed television 
circuit. 
There was the self-effacing 
national 
AFL-CIO president 
George Meany who made cer­ 
tain that a national AFL-CIO 
vice president spoke for the 
Johnson-Humphrey ticket 
at 
every state-wide labor conven­ 
tion — a most unusual move. 
It was George Meany who dis­ 
patched 1,200 telegrams to all 
national unions, state and local 
labor bodies during the last 
days of the campaign saying to 
their leaders ««. . .1 urge you 
to devote all the available 
energy of your organization 
to the AFL-CIO’s get-out-the 
-vote drive on election Day.” 
There were men such as 
Paul Hall, president of the Sea­ 
farers International Union, who 
saw to it that 150 loudspeaking 
trucks rolled through the big 
ports of toe land rallying all 
listeners, not just union mem­ 
bers, to "the ticket.” 
Multiply these men by a thou­ 
sand and more and you merely 
begin to get a picture of what 
went into labor’s drive for Lyn­ 
don Baines Johnson.

World’s Largest Painting 
DrawsVisitors to the Hague 


The largest painting in the 
world can be found in Holland, 
one of Europe’s sm allest and 
most enchanting countries. The 
imm ense work of art, “ The 
P a n o ra m a 
Mesdag,” 
w a s 
painted in the late 19th century 
and covers 
over 
a mile of 
canv&s in a circular setting, 
which makes viewing a picture 
much like observing theatre-in- 
the-round. The unique 375-foot- 
long, 49 - foot - high painting, 
which depicts turn of the century 
life in the seaport of Scheven­ 
ingen, is located in The Hague, 
right off Z eestraat (Sea Street), 
which houses some of the coun­ 
try ’s finest a rt galleries. 
To enter the “ Panoram aM es­ 
dag,” 
visitors walk through 
dark pannelled passageways un­ 
der dunes which are constructed 
so authentically as to appear to 
be a natural setting for the im ­ 
mense and realistic scene of 
port activity. Here and there, 
in these man-made dunes, there 
are bits of glass, nets and 
parts of shipwrecked vessels 
which were supposedly washed 
up on the beach at Scheveningen 
when the painting was completed 
in August, 1881. To view the 
painting, you walk on a plat­ 
form which runs around the 
huge work of art. The artificial 
dunes and the picture combine 
dram atically to give the im ­ 
pression that you are on a 
vast beach which stretches on 
for m iles and m iles. 
The “ Panorama M esdag" is 
housed 
in 
a special 16-sided 
wooden building. The picture 
was created 
by 
the famous 
Dutch seascape artist, Hendrik 
Willem Mesdag, who was a s ­ 
sisted in his work by his wife, 
Sientje Mesdag van Houten, a l­ 
so a painter of repute, and two 
other renowned a rtists, de Bock 
and B reitner. The team worked 
feverishly for four months to 
complete this Herculean task. 
They stood on a makeshift scaf­ 
folding mounted on a railway 
repair car which moved on 
tracks. At no time could any 
of the a rtists step back to 
evaluate his work. Each tim e 
that an a rtist wanted to check 
a perspective, he had to climb 
down and look at the progress 
from the center of the ring. 
Mesdag did all the sea, the 
sky and boats and the view of 
the dunes.

imagine the picture in perspec­ 
tive. Every detail of the scene 
was sketched on paper before 
any of the artists set his brush 
to the canvas. 
The “ Panorama Mesdag” is 
one of the top attractions in The 
Hague. The curious and the 
nostalgic come to visit it regu­ 
larly. Older Hollanders like to 
rem inisce in front of it about 
the days when Scheveningen was 
a quaint port; younger people 
come to see homes and scenes 
which are important to them 
historically. Foreign visitors 
to The Hague also go to see 
this unusual attraction and to 
marvel over the work of art, 
which is unlike anything they 
can find at home. You’ll hear 
viewers say, “ It’s so real you 
could catch a fish in it,” when 
they look at the painted sea. 
The compliment is a high one, 
indeed, but worthy of the gen­ 
ius which produced Holland’s 
novel monumental m asterpiece.

NCAA Bars 
Miami From 
Basketball

YORK 
(AP) - - The 
NCAA has barred Miami of 
Florida from 
participation in 
its annual post-season basket­ 
ball tournament and slapped 
Michigan State and Navy with 
probationary sentences for re­ 
cruiting violations. 
The steps were taken Wed­ 
nesday by the NCAA’s 10-man 
policy-making council, which at 
the same time fired the first 
salvo in renewing the battle with 
the Amateur Athletic Union over 
the right to sanction track and 
field competitions. 
Four 
member 
schools — 
Western State of Colorado also 
was involved -- were penalized 
by the NCAA for “ excessive 
financial aid 
and 
recruiting 
violations,” but only Miami was 
barred 
from post-season ac­ 
tivity. 
The ruling, which places Mi­ 
ami on probation for one year 
and bans the school from the 
NCAA basketball tournament as 
well as other major post-season 
affairs cooperating 
with 
the 
NCAA, came about because of 
an incident last year. 
The council said a represen­ 
tative of “ Miami's athletic in­ 
terests” gave a basketball play­ 
er free room and board and paid 
for his air travel for several 
trips made in 1963. 
Miami President Henry King 
Stanford said the violation was 
unintentional 
but 
the school 
respects the decision and will 
abide by it. 
Michigan State was placed on 
probation for three years but 
additional sanctions were sus­ 
pended because the school cor­ 
rected the violations after the 
1958-59 college year. 
Navy received 
a 
one-year 
probation 
with 
no additional 
penalties. 
Neither the Spartans nor the 
Middies is banned from post­ 
season activity under the rul­ 
ing. 
Western State 
was 
repri­ 
manded and censured because 
it gave a wrestler a grant of 
tuition and fees after he al­ 
ready had a job. 
Daytona University was re­ 
stored to full rights and privi­ 
leges after 
completing 
two 
years on probation fora basket­ 
ball recruiting violation. 
When 
the Council finished 
handing out penalties, it turned 
to the AAU and signaled the end 
of the truce which had been 
arranged by the late Gen. Doug­ 
las MacArthur. The truce was 
to have lasted until the end of 
the Tokyo Olvmpic Games. 
The right to sanction events 
has been the disputed point in 
the struggle between the two 
groups and has continued for 
more than three years. The 
AAU claims the sole right to 
sanction meets. 
The NCAA, however, re-af­ 
firmed the position taken in a 
resolution adopted last January. 
The resolution stated: 
“ The member institutions of 
the NCAA will support 
only 
those meets and tournaments 
which have obtained sanctions 
from 
the 
established sports 
federations in basketball, track 
and field, baseball and gymnas­ 
tic s.” 
The federations are backed 
by the NCAA.

FOOD IS A BARGAIN 
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Superstition 


In The Globe-Democrat 
by LOUIS LACOSS 
Over the years I have played 
considerable poker. My exper­ 
ience has been that if I win 
the first hand, I will come out 
loser at the end of the game. If 
I could resist the temptation 
to play that first hand I might 
be better off moneywise, but I 
have no will power when pre­ 
sented with a straight flush 
which my friend at my left 
beats with five aces—we play 
with the joker. Hence, I am a 
poorer ma n because I don't 
respect a superstition. 
Superstitions are a multitude 
and the line between them and 
fallacious thinking is thin. I 
read that superstition is a be­ 
lief surviving from an earlier 
stage of thinking and based 
on relations of cause and effect 
that 
are 
inconsistent with 
science. 
Primitive ways of thinking, 
childish acceptance, folklore 
traditions and ignorance com­ 
bine to keep superstition alive 
among the uninformed classes 
(of which I must be one.). 
Yet 
the 
strong emotional 
trend, actuated by hope 
or 
fear, maintains the appeal 
of 
all sorts of beliefs to super­ 
stitious minds, of whatever de­ 
gree of general education. 
We have read of the beliefs 
of the ancients, among them 
that the earth is held together 
by a huge snake which encircles 
it. The Indians believed that the 
Sun-man 
and 
Earth-worn an 
were husband and wife and by 
their union we had the inhab- 
itated world. The Sun-man de­ 
serted his wife and took all his 
relations—the stars—with him. 
But the Old Man who had really 
created the earth, went to the 
Sun-man’s camp and drove out 
everybody— the 
sun, 
moon, 
stars— and ordered that they 
should be seen by everybody 
day or night. 
That wasn’t too different from 
the old time beliefs in the Evil 
Eye and Witchcraft, and the 
even today accepted belief in 
the magic of charms, amulets 
and other talismen. 
The bits of m irror woven into 
Oriental embroideries, seem­ 
ingly for ornamental purposes 
only, may be regarded as ward­ 
ing off evil. The custom among 
Greek peasants of leaving some 
stitches unfinished in a gown 
lest, if finished, it would soon 
finish the life of the wearer, 
has a close relative in the 
present day belief that it is bad 
luck to give a knife as a gift 
because it would cut friendship. 
How did the horseshoe get into 
the act? We don't know but it 
sure does bring luck—if hung 
with prongs upright. Finding a 
horseshoe parallels such other 
superstitions as finding a four- 
leaf clover or picking up pins 
to induce further finds. 
Salt is an indispensable article 
of food, so spilling it brings 
bad luck and throwing a pinch 
of it over the left shoulder 
offsets bad luck. 
In general any part of the body 
may be involved in this good 
or bad luck business. Locks of 
hair and clipped fingernails can 
be used to “ cast a spell"; a 
glove might be buried with the 
notion that as it rotted so would 
the person who once wore it. 
Are any of these common to 
your own thoughts? Such as— 
one must not step on the shadow 
of another or suffer bad luck; 
the custom that m irrors must 
be covered in a house in which 
death has just occurred, the 
prophetic qualities of dreams 
(dream of the dead, and hear 
from the living)? 
Common superstitions are re­ 
lated to 13, the number seated 
at the Last Supper. Hostesses 
are wary of seating 13 persons 
at dinner; many hotels do not 
have a thirteenth floor; many 
athletes refuse to wear a uni­ 
form with the number 13. How 
often have you seen a refusal 
to light three cigarettes with 
one match? Do you expect bad 
luck if a black cat runs across 
your path, or if you walk under 
a ladder? 
Do you still believe that hand­ 
ling toads will produce warts, 
that stepping on the cracks of 
a sidewalk is tempting fate, 
that knocking on wood will off­ 
set, for instance, your bragging 
that you haven't had a bad cold 
all winter? 
Do you believe in the effi­ 
cacy of carrying a rabbit's 
foot or an elk's tooth, or per­ 
haps you ward off rheumatism 
by carrying a dry chestnut in 
your pocket? Does it bring bad 
luck to postpone a wedding, do 
you believe your future can be 
foretold by the reading of tea 
leaves? 
Does an itching nose mean 
that visitors are coming and 
that an itching palm means that 
you will receive money, that 
when your ears are burning 
someone is talking about you, 
favorable if the right ear, un­ 
favorable if the left; that when 
you have cold shivers someone 
is walking on the spot that will 
be your grave? 
Many women putting on a pair 
of hose, refuse to use the left 
foot first, always the right, and 
these same women believe that 
if the hem of their dress is 
turned up and they make a wish 
before they turn it down, it 
will come true. 
How about wishing on a star? 
“ Star light, star bright, I wish 
you m erry, I wish you might; 
I wish my wish would come 
true tonight." 
Then there is the moon which 
is credited with having much to 
do about the weather, with great 
influence on human life. Of 


course you must never look at 
a new moon over you r left 
shoulder, and it is dangerous 
to sleep with the moon shining on 
you. 
The word “ lunatic" is derived 
from the Latin word “ luna.” 
the moon, which embodies the 
old belief that mentally afflicted 
persons are affected by changes 
in the moon. 
Plant potatoes in the dark of 
the moon? Never, say some 
gardeners. Never open an um­ 
brella in the house; if you give 
somebody an umbrella as a 
gift, always add a penny or your 
friend will have bad luck. 
Baseball players are a super­ 
stitious 
lot. 
They pick up 
imaginary pebbles and throw 
them away; an outfielder going 
to his position will not step on 
a foul line; if a player gets 
a hit he will not change bats 
until all the hits are out of 
it; a pitcher who is “ going 
good" wears the same sweat 
shirt, even refuses to have it 
washed until he loses. 
There are dozens of these su­ 
perstitions just as there are 
in the theater and the circus. 
Not one of them based on facts 
or capable of proof. 
Aside 
from 
superstitions 
which are really a habit of 
thought, many of us entertain 
fallacies which have been re­ 
peated so often that we regard 
them as truth. For instance, 
.Cinderella did not wear a glass, 
slipper when she went to the 
ball and met te r Prince Charm­ 
ing. it was a fur slipper, much 
more 
sensible 
for 
a 
cold 
winter’s night,especially when 
she wished to return home with­ 
out any of te r folks being the 
wiser. 
A drowning person does not 
rise to the surface three times 
before he finally sinks in death. 
There is no authority for the 
belief that “ the fruit" Eve gave 
Adam to eat in the Garden of 
Eden was an apple, although 
some have it that Adam ate the 
fruit, it stuck in his throat, 
hence the name “ Adam's Ap­ 
ple." 
I have read that Aesop did not 
write the famous fables attrib­ 
uted to him. Aesop was a de­ 
formed Phrygian slave who did 
write fables which were com­ 
piled by Babrios, a Greek, who 
well 
knew that 
Aesop 
had 
cribbed his fables from Egyp­ 
tian sources 
dating back 800 
years before he lived. 
The story of William Tell 
shooting the apple off his son's

And so it goes; the beliefs 
that we hold as truths are 
myths; the superstitions that 
are a fam iliar part of our life 
are figments of the imagina­ 
tion.

food, lodging and lift changes, 
is $12 to $14 per person per day. 
And it is also handy to know that 
U.S. visitors still are receiving 
seven to eight per cent premium 
on their dollar. The Canadian 
dollar remains pegged at about 
92 1/2 cents in U.S. term s, and 
exchange is promptly given at 
any chartered bank.

Teachers Ask 
Increase In 
Stale Aid 


KANSAS 
CITY

Missouri State Teachers Asso­ 
ciation asked the state to in­ 
crease its financial aid to the 
public schools and ease the re ­ 
strictions on issuing bonds and 
raising taxes for its school 
purposes. 
The pleas were addressed to 
the Missouri General Assembly 
by the 1,200 - member delegate 
assembly of the teacher asso­ 
ciation. The delegates repre­ 
sent about 40,000 members. 
About 19,000 of them are ex­ 
pected in Kansas City today and 
Friday for their annual meet­ 
ing. TTie delegate assembly met 
Wednesday. 
One of its resolutions asked 
the 
state 
to provide school 
money at least proportional to 
Missouri’s 
relative financial 
position in the nation. 
The 
state 
provides 
about 
$142 per pupil each year. The 
average for all the states is 
$194. 
Advocates of the reso­ 
lution argued Missouri ranks 
12th in the nation in per capi­ 
ta expenditures for schools. 
The average salary for Mis­ 
souri’s school personnel, they 
said, is $5,800 a year; and 
this is $538 below the national 
average. 


For many years, the teach­ 
e rs ’ association has advocated 
relaxation of the constitutional 
requirement that proposals for 
school district bond issues must 
be passed by a two-thirds ma­ 
jority. This year, for the first 
time, the association advocated 
the requirement be reduced to 
a simple majority. 
The advocates said 35 school 
bond issues were rejected in 
Missouri from April 1, 1963, 
to April 
1, 1964, and 24 of 
them received simple majori­ 
ties.

in the Communist world with 
nationalist, cha ivinist policies. 
The charge has been indirectly 
aimed at some 5 ast European 
Communists, n 'St notably the 


Romanians. 
The Chinese prem ier headed 
a seven-man delegation to the 
celebration Saturday comme­ 
m orating the 47th anniversary 
of the Bolshevik revolution. 
It will be the first high-level 
meeting between the Soviet and 
Chinese 
Communists 
since 
peace talks between the two 
parties broke down in Moscow in 
July 1963. After that the con­ 
flict between the two nations 
sharpened and split the world 
Communist movement. 
The removal of Khrushchev 
had raised the possibility of a 
surface reconciliation. 


He told newsmen in Lima his 
vice president, Air Force Gen. 
Gene Barrientos, was to blame 
for the coup. 


“ He wanted to be president so 
he rounded up air force and 
arm y support and overthrew 
m e,” Paz siad. “ I still have the 
support of my people.”

winning 40 per

from those who voted for the 
Democratic President. 
Defeated 
GOP 
presidential 
nominee Barry Coldwater has 
said he does not Intend to yield 
the 
reins of the Republican 
party. But he conceded that he 
thinks the GOP will pick “ an­ 
other man to run” in 1968 “ and 
as of now that would be fine 
with m e,” 
Romney, who wouldn’t back 
Coldwater actively because of 
the latter’s vote against the. 
Civil Rights Act, already was on 
the offensive. His state’s GOP 
national committeeman, John 
Martin, called for the dumping 
of Goldwater’s personally se­ 
lected chairman of the Republi­ 
can National Committee, Dean 
Burch. 
Burch, clinging to his $30,000-

AIDS OTHERS IN GETTING U.S. GOLD 
en years ago, the American dollar was the 
undest currency on earth. The value of every 
er medium of exchange was measured in 
ms of the American dollar. Americans were 
couraged to travel and to spend abroad* Wash- 
n was in a position to guide the whole 
velopments of millions in other lands. 
The situation has been reversed. Some Euro­ 
pean currencies are sounder than our own. As 
K result, g$ld is moving out of this country* 
Russia is Acquiring large amounts of our 
dwindling gold reserves. By means of clever, 
complex, international financial manipulations, 
the Kremlin has siphoned off some $25 million 
in U. S. gold stocks in the past year and has 
made a profit of more than $5 fhlHion while 
doing so* 
■ What led us to this situation? 
, The importance of gold backing for the dollar 
is not as easily recognized as it used to be, be­ 
cause we have been off the gold standard for 
nearly 30 years. Formerly every dollar put into 
circulation by our government was redeemable 
in gold or silver on demand by the bearer* No 
trust or pxbmise was involved; the govern­ 
ment* s obligation to pay in bullion was absolute* 
.By law, gold and silver reserves had to be 
maintained as permanent backing for the cur­ 
rency, but since 1933 we have been on what 
lias been called a “paper standard*” No Amer­ 
ican can demand and get gold from the gov­ 
ernment for a dollar. In fact, with few excep­ 
tions, Americans are not allowed to possess 
gold in quantity* 
This change was made possible by passage 
of a law, the constitutionality of which was up­ 
held by a margin of only one vote in the Supreme 
Court. 
However, in our dealings with other nations 
we still must back our dollars with gold which 
we will pay on demand* Our national reserves 
of gold are held for this purpose. The citizen 
must rely on the government’s declaration that 
a dollar is actually worth a dollar, but foreign 
bankers can demand hard cash in gold* They are 
especially likely to demand it when they begin 
to lose confidence in our government’s financial 
^management. 
?~Four years ago the outflow of gold from the 
United States to foreign countries began to 
uwaoh. Alarming proportions. Part of this out- 
•fUftv wad the result of claims upon the govern­ 
m ent directly. The principal cause was that 
•we were paying out for more than we were 
•taking in* Only a shift in gold reserves could 
'balance out this deficit.A few half-way measures 
ihave slowed down the gold outflow somewhat 
"during the last two years, but it continues at a 
.v4angerou8 rate. 
ii > Last spring our gold reserves were $15 bil­ 
lo n — their lowest level since 1939. This was 
4 billion less than the total of short-term 
'foreign claims outstanding against us. The gold 
1 Outflow had not been reduced below the rate of 
jtfae previous year, and imbalance of payments 
and receipts, in favor of foreign countries, was 
twioe as great as that of the same time in 1962. 
Suppose you had $15,000 in the bank, but owed 
$19,000 in short-term claims. Suppose you were 
still spending beyond your income and your 1963 
payments had exceeded income by $700. You 
would then be in a position similar to that which 
our country is in today on the international 
money market* You would be an extremely poor 
credit risk* 
The outflow of gold is occurring because our 
government is putting the economic interests of 
other nations ahead of our own* Perhaps the 
planners assumed that we were in such a strong 
economic position after World War Two that 
we could count on keeping it without effort , 
and watchfulness. Today the most economically 
sound nations are those of Western Europe. 
They are sound because they have always put 
their own national economic interests first. 
2 Our government has gone to amazing lengths, 
to avoid admitting the real and obvious causes 
of the weakening of the dollar. 
American tourists and the families of American 
servibemen have been subjected to regulation 
as though they were responsible for the balance 
of payments problem* Their contribution is like 
a drop of water when compared to the Niagara 
Falls of government spending through the foreign 
aid program which has spent $100 billion since 
the end of World War Two. 
^According to intelligence authorities, Soviet 
n is s ia gets U. S. gold by some clever horse 
trading of rupees marketed in Chicago and 
New York by individuals working for the Rus­ 
sian government. 
First, Russia sells gold to India at the World 
market price, considerably higher than the 
U. S. price of $35 an ounce* In return, it re­ 
ceives rupees which 
it sells in the United 
States for dollars. Gold is demanded in pay­ 
ment for dollars — and at a tidy profit* 
This and similar financial manipulations have 
been investigated by the Senate Internal Secur­ 
ity Subcommittee and the House Foreign Aid 
Appropriations Subcommittee. 
Foreign aid is the obvious cause of the im- 
j balance of payments. Yet the connection with 
I foreign aid is rarely mentioned* The explana- 
I Hon of this great silence is simple* Foreign 
M tf for most of our government planners and 


officials is one of the most sacred of all 
sacred cows* No matter what happens, it 
is not to be attacked or criticized. 
If Americans understood how foreign aid is 
weakening the foundations 
of 
our economy 
through the gold outflow, there would be an­ 
other and powerful argument for its drastic 
reduction. 
There is another reason for the weakness of 
our dollar on the international money market: 
the decline of confidence in the financial man­ 
agement of our government. 
The reason for this cloud of doubt is deficit 
spending. Again, like foreign aid, it is rarely 
if ever mentioned officially. 
An amazing number of American economists 
have somehow persuaded themselves that a nation 
can keep spending money it doesn’t have with­ 
out weakening its financial position. In Europe, 
the men who understand money and business 
know better. They remember the collapse of 
the French franc and the German mark between 
the two world wars. They know that deficit 
sDending and inflation go hand in hand and 
that courting votes with a free-spending treasury 
is courting disaster. The financiers of Europe 
are not biding their time. They are calling in 
their short-term obligations now. 
So, more and more of our gold passes into 
foreign hands. The trend deeply concerns our 
friends in Europe as well as perceptive Amer­ 
icans, because Europe’s survival against the 
Russian menace depends on a strong and sound 
America. Some of Europe’s most hard - headed 
financial experts, particularly in France, have 
repeatedly tried to explain the economic facts 
of life to brash, free - spending U.S. officials. 
Their explanations have had little effect. 
Our planners are sure they have all the 
answers, just as they were sure after the war 
that West Germany’s only road to recovery was 
through socialistic planning and not personal 
enterprise. Walter Heller, now the chief ec­ 
onomic adviser to the President, strongly rec­ 
ommended socialistic policies as the only path 
for West Germany in 1951. As noted in The 
Fringe on Top, a book written by M. Stanton 
Evans, recipient of two Freedom Foundation 
awards, West Germany refused Heller’s ad­ 
vice. 
West German leaders did exactly the opposite 
of what Heller proposed. West Germany now has 
a budget surplus. The U. S. had a budget deficit 
of more than $6 billion in the 1963 fiscal year. 
A budget deficit of more than $11 billion is 
planned for the U.S. for fiscal 1964. 
We can see that foreign aid and deficit spend­ 
ing are not just internal problems. They threaten 
our worldwide position in the money market, 
our foreign policy and our leadership of the 
free world. Only the blind core of worshippers 
of John Maynard Keynes* pie-in-the-sky theories 
of economics can fail to see the end result of 
a deliberate policy of paying out more than we 
take in and putting other nations’ economic 
interests ahead of our own. 
From the paper-money advocates of colonial 
days to the deficit spenders of today, “easy 
money” schemes have never lacked a voice. 
The American people have never mortgaged 
their future to them. They have stood by sound 
money. Now is the time for them to stand by 
it again. 
As for our supply of gold, Americans may 
one day paraphrase the words of the grizzled 
old miner by saying: 
“Once, there was gold in them thar* vaults.”

The number of women in gain­ 
ful employment in the United 
States has nearly doubled since 
the start of World War n, it 
.is reported by statisticians. 
From 1940 to 1960 their num­ 
ber rose from 11,178,000 to 
21,172,000, a greater relative 
increase than that 
for em­ 
ployed men. 
The largest gain was in the 
employment of women in cleri­ 
cal and kindred occupations, 
where the increase amounted 
to more than 3,900,000 since 
1940. By 1960 there were over 


6,290,000 women holding such 
positions, constituting 30 per­ 
cent of all female workers. One 
of every 10 employed women 
was a secretary, stenographer 
or typist, the statisticians point 
out. 
Appreciable gains also were 
noted for the service occupa­ 
tions, which include waitresses, 
cooks, beauticians and practical 
nurses. Women workers in ser­ 
vice occupations, other than 
those in private households, in­ 
creased to 2,846,000 by 1960, 
or 2 1/3 times the number 20 
years earlier. 
Participation of women in pro­ 
fessional and kindred employ­ 
ment also has 
accelerated. 
Their number reached more 
than 2,750,000 in 1960, ap­ 
proximately 1,104,000 of them 
' were elementary and secondary 
school teachers. 
In one respect, the trend of 
female employment was re­ 
versed. The number of women 
working in private households 
dropped nearly a third between 
1940 and 1950, but picked up 
substantially in the past decade. 
There were 1,665,000 women 
working in private households 
in 1960, still 300,000 below the 
number 
in 1940, 
the statis­ 
ticians concluded.

voters and conduct freedom 
schools. 
Moderate white leaders are 
willing to talk to Negro clergy­ 
men and Negro businessmen in 
their communities, but flatly 
refuse to have any discussions 
with the leaders of COFO and 
SNCC, though it is these two 
groups which are actually car­ 
rying the torch in Mississippi. 
The problem of the Mis­ 
sissippi moderates is best il­ 
lustrated by the trials and tribu­ 
lations of Editor Emmerich in 
McComb. 
—THE RISKS OF COURAGE — 
During the “ Ole Miss” dis­ 
turbances in 1961, a battery of 
northern 
newspapermen in­ 
vaded McComb and dropped 
around to see Editor Emmerich 
for advice and background in­ 
formation. He extended them 
the usual courtesy of the pro­ 
fession. However, their pres­ 
ence was resented by certain 
McComb extremists and one 
day, while standing on a street 
corner, one extremist came up 
to Emmerich and, without any 


advance warning, punched him 
in the nose. 
The assailant was arrested 
and tried. During the trial, the 
judge permitted a copy of the 
Negro magazine Ebony, purely 
irrelevant to the trial, to be 
passed around the jury. Its 
members, like most Missis­ 
sippi juries, acquitted the de­ 
fendant. 
Editor Emmerich, however, 
is continuing his campaign for 
better understanding. He points 
out that on July 1, the Fair 
Employment section of the Civil 
Rights Act will go into effect, 
at which time Negroes in Mis­ 
sissippi will have an equal 
chance along with whites for 
jobs 
in the lingerie 
mills 
around McComb, and that Mc­ 
Comb is doing little to pre­ 
pare for this. 
Up in Tupelo, in northern 
Mississippi, Smmerich points 
out, “ The economics of the 
racial problem are being met 
successfully. 
Tupelo’s re­ 
sponsible leadership is working 
to the end of full employment 
for all their local people, both 
white and Negro. 
“ Tupelo’s first step has been 
through an extensive manpower 
and vocational program 
to 
train workers for skilled jobs. 
. . The courses are open to 
white and colored alike. The 
program 
is being operated 
smoothly, effectively, and with­ 
out tension or conflict. . . At 
Tupelo people are too busy 
solving their problems to dis­ 
cuss the matter of race. 
“ It is time for responsible 
leaders in the McComb area to 
provide our people with the 
needed community initiative. .. 
Gainful employment for all our 
people, whites and Negroes.” 
So goes the plea for law and 
order of one newspaper editor 
in one of the most strife-torn 
sections of Mississippi. There 
are others who support his view, 
but they seem rather reluctant 
to speak out. 


“ Eva Jean, small daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. R. O. Rudder, 
Jr., put this poser to her father: 
’Daddy, does Santa Claus go all 
around the world giving things

His count-down is in the eager 
voices of children ticking off 
the days until Christmas Eve, 
and it has never been inter­ 
rupted 
or postponed by the 
weather. 
Anxiously as he is 
awaited, his safe arrival is as 
certain 
as the dawning of 
Christmas 
Day, his memory 
as unfailing as the flowers that 
follow the snow. 
For those who have written 
Santa, it will a Merry Christ­ 
mas, for his mail always goes 
through and he answers it in 
his own best way. So we will 
wish for 
those who did not 
write him the gift of renewed 
faith in human dignity, and in 
the fundamental preference for 
truth over falsehood, courage 
over expediency. 
And may a happier New Year 
have dawned when we write you 
again on January 4, 1963.

Labor’s Political Drive Cost 
$15 Million 
Washington, D.C.: --Insiders 
are predicting that election 
post-mortems will prove that 
labor’s fantastic 
national po­ 
litical machinery delivered as 
many, or more, votes to Pres­ 
ident Johnson than the Demo­ 
cratic Party apparatus itself. 
It took amazingly coordinated 
action, directed by some of 
the 
country’s best organiza­ 
tional brains, 
and well over 
$15 million, not to mention the 
heaviest concentration of men 
and technical equipment in po­ 
litical history. 
It was one man, however, who 
really pulled it all together. 
He’s Lyndon Baines Johnson 
who, as recently as April 18, 
1963, had to fight to get five 
minutes on the program of the 
massive celebrations for the 
Fiftieth Anniversary of the U.S. 
Dept, of Labor. That night, for 
example, 
the official time­ 
tables distributed at the big 
banquets in New York instructed 
the toastmaster: “ 8:55: Read, 
if time permits, message from 
Vice-President Johnson.” 
“ 9 p.m. -- Entertainment 
(Carol Lawrence).” 
Yet within 
18 months the 
President has been literally 
hero-worshipped by labor men 
who are about as emotional as 
the Sphinx and as easily wooed 
as a stone image of Nefertiti. 
The 
President bound them 
closer to him than did Franklin 
Roosevelt. 
Mr. Johnson made allies of 
them by opening the White 
House, not only to the national 
chiefs, but to their colleagues, 
aides and families. Again and 
again, he summoned Cabinet 
members to brief them. In hun­ 
dreds of personal phone calls 
and private talks the chief exe­ 
cutive sought their advice and 
never forgot to follow through. 
He talked up, not down to them. 
Many times he took their ad­ 
vice on strategy and tone. 
He 
never 
overlooked an 
amenity. Those who came to 
his home, 
table 
and con­ 
ference 
rooms received per­ 
sonal letters of thanks. Last 
May some 120 labor editors 
were asked in. Each received 
a personal letter thanking him 
and 
asking for support in 
his legislative drives. Some 
received two and three notes. 
If there was no time, his aide, 
Jack Valente, would write and 
soon the President’s letter fol­ 
lowed. 
He got to know their names 
and their headaches and would 
inquire of their troubles. 
The President, and that part 
of his staff headed by press 
secretary 
George 
Reedy, 
watched the labor press. Hun­ 
dreds of letters went out from 


the President thanking the edi­ 
tors for their editorial com­ 
ment. To many of them he wrote, 
“ We are allies, my friend. . .” 
As each labor paper and un­ 
ion endorsed him, the union 
president — be he national or 
local -- received a note of 
appreciation. 
One of those to whom he has 
been particularly devoted is 
the ladies garment worker’s 
president 
David 
Dublnsky. 
There is a personal bond be­ 
tween 
the 
lanky ex-school 
teacher and the peppery, ban­ 
tam ex-garment cutter. 
It was Dublnsky — along 
with his colleague Alex Rose, 
the 
hatters’ latter - day Jim 
Farley — who gave Vice Pres­ 
ident 
Lyndon 
Johnson 
the 
Liberal Party platform on Oct. 
15, 1963, at a moment when 
Mr. Johnson could have walked 
through New York’s Times 
Square at theatre hour and not 
attract a corporal's guard. 
It was the same strong vote- 
getting group which ran the 
most massive political rally 
of the national campaign in New 
York’s garment area, Thurs­ 
day, Oct. 29. 
But there were many other 
labor leaders responsible for 
the mass movement of cam­ 
paign workers into more than 
140,000 precincts of the land. 
There was Roy Reuther, work­ 
ing quietly in the national COPE 
headquarters, directing an in­ 
tricate national machine which 
will not be dismantled. It was 
this AFL-CIO central 
office 
which coordinated with the White 
House, the big labor conven­ 
tions which heard Mr. Johnson 
in person, over leased telephone 
wires or on closed television 
circuit. 
There was the self-effacing 
national 
AFL-CIO president 
George Meany who made cer­ 
tain that a national AFL-CIO 
vice president spoke for the 
Johnson-Humphrey ticket 
at 
every state-wide labor conven­ 
tion — a most unusual move. 
It was George Meany who dis­ 
patched 1,200 telegrams to all 
national unions, state and local 
labor bodies during the last 
days of the campaign saying to 
their leaders “ . . .1 urge you 
to devote all the available 
energy of your organization 
to the AFL-CICs get-out-the 
-vote drive on election Day.” 
There were men such as 
Paul Hall, president of the Sea­ 
farers International Union, who 
saw to it that 150 loudspeaking 
trucks rolled through the big 
ports of the land rallying all 
listeners, not just union mem­ 
bers, to “ the ticket.” 
Multiply these men by a thou­ 
sand and more and you merely 
begin to get a picture of what 
went into labor's drive for Lyn­ 
don Baines Johnson.

AIDS OTHERS IN GETTING U.S. GOLD 
en years ago, the American dollar was the 
undest currency on earth. The value of every 
jgther medium of exchange was measured in 
rms of the American dollar. Americans were 
couraged to travel and to spend abroad. Wash- 
n was in a position to guide the whole 
developments of millions in other lands. 
The situation has been reversed. Some Euro­ 
pean currencies are sounder than our own. As 
E result, g$ld is moving out of this country, 
russia is Acquiring large amounts of our 
dwindling gold reserves. By means of clever, 
complex, international financial manipulations, 
the Kremlin has siphoned off some $25 million 
in U. S. gold stocks In the past year and has 
made a profit of more than $5 million while 
doing so. 
What led us to this situation? 
The importance of gold backing for the dollar 
is not as easily recognized as it used to be, be­ 
cause we have been off the gold standard for 
nearly 30 years. Formerly every dollar put into 
circulation by our government was redeemable 
in gold or silver on demand by the bearer. No 
trust or pA m ise was involved; the govern­ 
ment’s obligation to pay in bullion was absolute. 
.By law, gold and silver reserves had to be 
maintained as permanent backing for the cur­ 
rency, but since 1933 we have been on what 
has been called a *‘paper standard.” No Amer­ 
ican can demand and get gold from the gov­ 
ernment for a dollar. In fact, with few excep­ 
tions, Americans are not allowed to possess 
gold in quantity. 
This change was made possible by passage 
of a law, the constitutionality of which was up­ 
held by a margin of only one vote in the Supreme 
Court. 
However, in our dealings with other nations 
we still must back our dollars with gold which 
we will pay on demand. Our national reserves 
of gold are held for this purpose. The citizen 
must rely on the government’s declaration that 
a dollar is actually worth a dollar, but foreign 
bankers can demand hard cash in gold. They are 
especially likely to demand it when they begin 
to lose confidence in our government’s financial 
anagement. 
Four years ago the outflow of gold from the 
United States to foreign countries began to 
tiTeaoh Alarming proportions. Part of this out­ 
flew was the result of claims upon the govern- 
ment directly. The principal cause was that 
•we were paying out for more than we were 
•taking in. Only a shift in gold reserves could 
"balance out this deficit.A few half-way measures 
•dft&ve slowed down the gold outflow somewhat 
“during the last two years, but it continues at a 
.^dangerous rate. 
A - Last spring our gold reserves were $15 bil­ 
l o n — their lowest level since 1939. This was 
:$4 billion less than the total of short-term 
'foreign claim s outstanding against us. The gold 
outflow had not been reduced below the rate of 
th* previous year, and imbalance of payments 
"and receipts, in favor of foreign countries, was 
twice as great as that of the same time in 1962. 
Suppose you had $15,000 in the bank, but owed 
$19,000 in short-term claims. Suppose you were 
still spending beyond your income and your 1963 
payments had exceeded income by $700. You 
would then be in a position sim ilar to that which 
our country is in today on the international 
money market. You would be an extremely poor 
credit risk. 
The outflow of gold is occurring because our 
government is putting the economic interests of 
other nations ahead of our own. Perhaps the 
planners assumed that we were in such a strong 
economic position after World War Two that 
we could count on keeping it without effort . 
: and watchfulness. Today the most economically 
sound nations are those of Western Europe. 
They are sound because they have always put 
their own national economic interests first. 
' Our government has gone to amazing lengths. 
to avoid admitting the real and obvious causes 
of the weakening of the dollar. 
American tourists and the fam ilies of American 
servicemen have been subjected to regulation 
as though they were responsible for the balance 
of payments problem. Their contribution is like 
a drop of water when compared to the Niagara 
Falls of government spending through the foreign 
ald program which has spent $100 billion since 
the end of World War Two. 
^According to intelligence authorities, Soviet 
feussia gets U. S. gold by some clever horse 
trading of rupees marketed in Chicago and 
New York by individuals working for the Rus­ 
sian government. 
First, Russia sells gold to India at the World 
market price, considerably higher than the 
U. S. price of $35 an ounce. In return, it re­ 
ceives rupees which 
it sells in the United 
States for dollars. Gold is demanded in pay­ 
ment for dollars — and at a tidy profit. 
This and sim ilar financial manipulations have 
been investigated by the Senate Internal Secur­ 
ity Subcommittee and the House Foreign Aid 
Appropriations Subcommittee. 
't 
Foreign aid is the obvious cause of the im- 
j balance of payments. Yet the connection with 
J foreign aid is rarely mentioned. The explana- 
{ tlon of this great silence is sim ple. Foreign 
L * d for most of our government planners and 


officials is one of the most sacred of all 
sacred 
cows. No matter what happens, it 
is not to be attacked or criticized. 
If Americans understood how foreign aid is 
weakening the foundations 
of 
our economy 
through the gold outflow, there would be an­ 
other and powerful argument for its drastic 
reduction. 
There is another reason for the weakness of 
our dollar on the international money market: 
the decline of confidence in the financial man­ 
agement of our government. 
The reason for this cloud of doubt is deficit 
spending. Again, like foreign aid, it is rarely 
if ever mentioned officially. 
An amazing number of American economists 
have somehow persuaded themselves that a nation 
can keep spending money it doesn’t have with­ 
out weakening its financial position. In Europe, 
the men who understand money and business 
know better. They remember the collapse of 
the French franc and the German mark between 
the two world wars. They know that deficit 
standing and inflation go hand in hand and 
that courting votes with a free-spending treasury 
is courting disaster. The financiers of Europe 
are not biding their time. They are calling in 
their short-term obligations now. 
So, more and more of our gold passes into 
foreign hands. The trend deeply concerns our 
friends in Europe as well as perceptive Amer­ 
icans, because Europe’s survival against the 
Russian menace depends on a strong and sound 
America. Some of Europe’s most hard - headed 
financial experts, particularly in France, have 
repeatedly tried to explain the economic facts 
of life to brash, free - spending U.S. officials. 
Their explanations have had little effect. 
Our planners are sure they have all the 
answers, just as they were sure after the war 
that West Germany’s only road to recovery was 
through socialistic planning and not personal 
enterprise. Walter Heller, now the chief ec­ 
onomic adviser to the President, strongly rec­ 
ommended socialistic policies as the only path 
for West Germany in 1951. As noted in The 
Fringe on Top, a book written by M. Stanton 
Evans, recipient of two Freedom Foundation 
awards, West Germany refused Heller’s ad­ 
vice. 
West German leaders did exactly the opposite 
of what Heller proposed. West Germany now has 
a budget surplus. The U. S. had a budget deficit 
of more than $6 billion in the 1963 fiscal year. 
A budget deficit of more than $11 billion is 
planned for the U.S. for fiscal 1964. 
We can see that foreign aid and deficit spend­ 
ing are not just internal problems. They threaten 
our worldwide position in the money market, 
our foreign policy and our leadership of the 
free world. Only the blind core of worshippers 
of John Maynard Keynes* pie-in-the-sky theories 
of economics can fail to see the end result of 
a deliberate policy of paying out more than we 
take in and putting other nations* economic 
interests ahead of our own. 
From the paper-money advocates of colonial 
days to the deficit spenders of today, ‘‘easy 
money” schemes have never lacked a voice. 
The American people have never mortgaged 
their future to them. They have stood by sound 
money. Now is the time for them to stand by 
it again. 
As for our supply of gold, Americans may 
one day paraphrase the words of the grizzled 
old miner by saying: 
‘‘Once, there was gold in them thar* vaults.”

The number of women in gain­ 
ful employment in the United 
States has nearly doubled since 
the start of World War II, it 
is 
reported by statisticians. 
From 1940 to 1960 their num­ 
ber 
rose from 11,178,000 to 
21,172,000, a greater relative 
increase 
than 
that 
for em ­ 
ployed men. 
The largest gain was in the 
employment of women In cleri­ 
cal 
and kindred occupations, 
where the increase amounted 
to more than 3,900,000 since 
1940. By 1960 there were over 


6,290,000 women holding such 
positions, constituting 30 p e r­ 
cent of all female w orkers. One 
of every IO em ployed women 
was a se cre ta ry , sten o g rap h er 
o r typist, the statistic ia n s point 
out. 
A ppreciable gains also w ere 
noted for the serv ice occupa­ 
tions, which include w aitresses, 
cooks, beauticians and p ra c tica l 
nurses. Women w orkers in s e r ­ 
vice occupations, 
oth er than 
those in private households, in­ 
c reased to 2,846,000 by 1960, 
o r 2 1/3 tim es the num ber 20 
y ears e a rlie r. 
P articipation of women in p ro ­ 
fessional and kindred em ploy­ 
m ent 
also 
has 
accelerated . 
T heir num ber 
reached m ore 
than 
2,750,000 in 
1960, 
ap­ 
proxim ately 1,104,000 of them 
' w ere elem entary and secondary 
school teach ers. 
In one respect, the tren d of 
fem ale 
em ploym ent was 
r e ­ 
v ersed . The num ber of women 
working in private households 
dropped nearly a third betw een 
1940 and 1950, but picked up 
substantially in the past decade.

“ M ississippi, The Closed So­ 
ciety," by Prof. Jam es. W. S il­ 
ver of the University of M is­ 
sissip p i. 
Even in the heart of turbu­ 
lent Southern M ississippi where 
m ost of the bombing has o c ­ 
curred, 
Paul Pittman of the 
Tylertown Tim es has vigorous­ 
ly 
editorialized 
against vio­ 
lence, while Oliver Emmerich, 
editor of the McComb Enter­ 
prise - Journal, 
has fought a 
valiant, uphill 
battle against 
bombing and for better race 
relations. 
“ It is no longer a matter of 
segregation, 
but a 
matter ol 
the survival of our community," 
says Editor Emmerich. 
In general, also, M ississippi 
newspapers 
have 
published 
critical reports by this column, 
which is more than som e north­ 
ern newspapers can say regard­ 
ing the exposure of certain 
local operations close to home. 
Further, 
som e 
police of­ 
fice r s, such as Chief Murray 
S ills of Vicksburg and Chief 
George Guy of McComb, have 
been fighting uphill battles for 
law and order. Chief Guy, for 


instance, was not in favor of 
arresting freedom workers for 
cooking in their own headquar­ 
ters without a health perm it. 
— MUTED MODERATE 
VOICES — 
However, 
the 
moderate 
forces in M ississippi are up 
against two problems: 
1. 
The extrem e ra cists, in­ 
cluding the white citizens coun­ 
c ils, 
and 
the 
Ku Klux Klan 
which has greatly increased in 
strength during the past two 
years. 
2. 
The unwillingness of even 
moderate white leaders to sit 
down 
and 
talk better under­ 
standing with the leaders of CO- 
FO (The Council of Federated 
Organizations) or SNCC (The 
Student Nonviolent Coordinat­ 
ing Committee). These are the 
groups which m obilized stu ­ 
dents from all over the United 
States to carry on the (Sum­ 
m er Project" and are now en­ 
deavoring to register 
Negro 
voters 
and 
conduct freedom 
schools. 
Moderate white leaders are 
willing to talk to Negro clergy­ 
men and Negro businessm en in 
their com m unities, but flatly 
refuse to have any discussions 
with the leaders of COFO and 
SNCC, though it is these two 
groups which are actually ca r­ 
rying the torch in M ississippi. 
The 
problem 
of the M is­ 
sissip p i moderates is best il­ 
lustrated by the trials and tribu­ 
lations of Editor Emmerich in 
McComb. 
--TH E RISKS OF COURAGE — 
During the “ Ole M iss" d is­ 
turbances in 1961, a battery of 
northern 
newspapermen 
in­ 
vaded 
McComb 
and dropped 
around to see Editor Em m erich 
for advice and background in­ 
formation. 
He extended them 
the usual courtesy of the pro­ 
fession. However, their p res­ 
ence was resented by certain 
McComb extrem ists and one 
day, while standing on a street 
corner, one extrem ist came up 
to Em m erich and, without any 


advance warning, punched him 
in the nose. 
The assailant was arrested 
and tried. During the trial, the 
judge permitted a copy of the 
Negro magazine Ebony, purely 
irrelevant to the trial, to be 
passed around the jury. 
Its 
m em bers, 
like m ost M issis­ 
sippi juries, acquitted the de­ 
fendant. 
Editor Em m erich, however, 
is continuing his campaign for 
better understanding. He points 
out that on July I, the Fair 
Employment section of the Civil 
Rights Act will go Into effect, 
at which time N egroes in M is­ 
sissippi 
will 
have 
an equal 
chance along with whites for 
jobs 
in 
the 
lingerie 
m ills 
around McComb, and that M c­ 
Comb is doing little to p re­ 
pare for this. 
Up in Tupelo, in northern 
M ississippi, Sm m erich points 
out, 
“ The econom ics of the 
racial problem are being met 
successfully. 
Tupelo’s r e ­ 
sponsible leadership is working 
to the end of full employment 
for all their local people, both 
white and Negro. 


“ Tupelo’s first step hasbeen 
through an extensive manpower 
and vocational 
program 
to 
train workers for skilled jobs. 
. . The courses are open to 
white and colored alike. The 
program 
is 
being 
operated 
smoothly, effectively, and with­ 
out tension or conflict. . . At 
Tupelo 
people 
are too busy 
solving their problem s to d is­ 
cuss the matter of race. 


“ It is time for responsible 
leader^ in the McComb area to 
provide our people 
with the 
needed community initiative. . . 
Gainful employment for all our 
people, whites and N egroes." 
So goes the plea for law and 
order of one newspaper editor 
in one of the most strife-torn 
sections of M ississippi. There 
are others who support his view , 
but they seem rather reluctant 
to speak out. 


“ Eva Jean, sm all daughter of 
Mr. and M rs. R. O. Rudder, 
Jr., put this poser to her father: 
‘Daddy, does Santa Claus go all 
around the world giving things 
to boys and girls at Christm as?' 
“ Naturally, her daddy replied, 
yes, he did. 
Eva Jean then 
startled her parents with this 
space-age observation: 
“ 
‘Then John Glenn wasn't 
the first man to go around the 
world in a day. 
Santa Claus 
has been doing it for years.' ’* 
Yes, Eva Jean, Santa Claus 
has been orbiting the house­ 
tops of the civilized world for 
many years - ever since he took 
over from three w ise men who 
looked upward to the stars to 
guide their feet and brought the

Nazareth. 
His count-down is in the eager 
voices of children ticking off 
the days until C hristm as Eve, 
and it has never been inter­ 
rupted 
or postponed 
by the 
weather. 
Anxiously as he Is 
awaited, his safe arrival Is as 
certain 
as 
the 
dawning 
of 
Christmas 
Day, his memory 
as unfailing as the flow ers that 
follow the snow. 
For those who have written 
Santa, it will a Merry C hrist­ 
mas, for his mall always goes 
through and he answ ers It in 
his own best way. So we will 
wish for 
those who 
did not 
write him the gift of renewed 
faith in human dignity, and in 
the fundamental preference for 
truth over falsehood, courage 
over expediency. 
And may a happier New Year 
have dawned when we write you 
again on January 4, 1963.

Washington, D.C.: --Insiders 
are 
predicting 
that election 
post-m ortem s 
will prove that 
labor’s fantastic 
national po­ 
litical machinery delivered as 
many, or more, votes to P r e s­ 
ident Johnson than the Demo­ 
cratic Party apparatus itself. 
It took amazingly coordinated 
action, directed by som e of 
the 
country’s best organiza­ 
tional 
brains, 
and well over 
$15 million, not to mention the 
heaviest concentration of men 
and technical equipment in po­ 
litical history. 


It was one man, however, who 
really pulled it all together. 
He’s Lyndon Baines Johnson 
who, as recently as April 18, 
1963, had to fight to get five 
minutes on the program of the 
m assive celebrations for 
the 
Fiftieth Anniversary of the U.S. 
Dept, of Labor. That night, for 
example, 
the 
official 
tim e­ 
tables distributed at the big 
banquets in New York instructed 
the toastm aster: “ 8:55: Read, 
if time perm its, m essage from 
V ice-President Johnson."

President has been 
literally 
hero-worshipped by labor men 
who are about as emotional as 
the Sphinx and as easily wooed 
as a stone image of N efertiti. 
The 
President 
bound 
them 
closer to him than did Franklin 
Roosevelt. 


Mr. Johnson made allies of 
them 
by 
opening 
the White 
House, not only to the national 
chiefs, but to their colleagues, 
aides and fam ilies. Again and 
again, 
he summoned Cabinet 
m embers to brief them. In hun­ 
dreds of personal phone calls 
and private talks the chief ex e ­ 
cutive sought their advice and 
never forgot to follow through. 
He talked up, not down to them. 
Many tim es he took their ad­ 
vice on strategy and tone. 
He 
never 
overlooked 
an 
amenity. Those who came to 
his home, 
table 
and 
con­ 
ference 
rooms received per­ 
sonal letters of thanks. Last 
May some 120 labor editors 
were asked in. Each received 
a personal letter thanking him 
and 
asking 
for 
support 
in 
his 
legislative drives. 
Some 
received two and three notes. 
If there was no tim e, his aide, 
Jack Valente, would write and 
soon the President’s letter fol­ 
lowed. 
He got to know their names 
and their headaches and would 
inquire of their troubles. 
The President, and that part 
of his staff headed by 
press 
secretary 
George 
Reedy, 
watched the labor p ress. Hun­ 
dreds of letters went out from 


the President thanking the ed i­ 
tors for their editorial com ­ 
ment. To many of them he wrote, 
“ We are a llie s, my friend. . 
As each labor paper and un­ 
ion endorsed him, the union 
president — be he national or 
local 
— 
received a note of 
appreciation. 
One of those to whom he has 
been particularly devoted is 
the ladies 
garment worker's 
president 
David 
Dubinsky. 
There is a personal bond b e­ 
tween 
the 
lanky 
ex-school 
teacher and the peppery, ban­ 
tam ex-garm ent cutter. 
It was 
Dubinsky 
— along 
with his colleague Alex Rose, 
the 
hatters’ 
latter - day Jim 
Farley — who gave Vice P res­ 
ident 
Lyndon 
Johnson 
the 
Liberal Party platform on Oct. 
15, 1963, at a moment when 
Mr. Johnson could have walked 
through 
New 
York's 
T im es 
Square at theatre hour and not 
attract a corporal's guard. 
It was the sam e strong vote- 
getting group which ran the 
most 
m assive political rally 
of the national campaign in New 
York's garment area, Thurs­ 
day, Oct. 29. 
But there were many other 
labor leaders responsible for 
the m ass movement of cam ­ 
paign workers into m ore than 
140,000 precincts of the land. 
There was Roy Reuther, work­ 
ing quietly in the national COPE 
headquarters, directing an in­ 
tricate national machine which 
w ill not be dism antled. It was 
this AFL-CIO central 
office 
which coordinated with the White 
House, the big labor conven­ 
tions which heard Mr. Johnson 
in person, over leased telephone 
w ires or on closed television 
circuit. 
There was the self-effacing 
national 
AFL-CIO 
president 
George Meany who made cer ­ 
tain that a national AFL-CIO 
vice president spoke for the 
Johnson-Humphrey ticket 
at 
every state-wide labor conven­ 
tion — a m ost unusual move. 
It was George Meany who d is­ 
patched 1,200 telegram s to all 
national unions, state and local 
labor bodies 
during the last 
days of the campaign saying to 
their leaders “ . . . I urge you 
to 
devote 
all 
the available 
energy

to the AFL-CIO’s 
get-out-the 
-vote drive on election Day." 
There were 
men such as

bers, to “ the ticket." 
Multiply these men by a thou­ 
sand and m ore and you m erely 
begin to get a picture of what 
went Into labor's drive for Lyn­ 
don Baines Johnson.

World’s Largest Painting 
DrawsVisitors to the Hague 


The largest jm nting in the 
world can fie found in Holland, 
one of Europe’s sm allest and 
most enchanting countries. The 
immense work of art, “ The 
Pan or a m a 
Mesdag,” 
w as 
painted in the late 19th century 
and covers 
over 
a mile of 
eanv&s in a circular setting, 
which makes viewing a picture 
much like observing theatre-in- 
the-round. The unique 375-foot- 
long, 49 - foot - high painting, 
which depicts turn of the century 
life in the seaport of Scheven­ 
ingen, is located in The Hague, 
right off Z eestraat (SeaStreet), 
which houses some of the coun­ 
try ’s finest art galleries. 
To enter the “ Panoram a Mes­ 
dag,” 
visitors walk through 
dark pannelled passageways un­ 
der dunes which are constructed 
so authentically as to apjiear to 
be a natural setting for the im ­ 
mense and realistic scene of 
port activity. Here and there, 
in these man-made dunes, there 
are bits of glass, nets and 
parts of shipwrecked vessels 
which were supjosedly washed 
up on the beach at Scheveningen 
when the painting was completed 
in August, 1881. To view the 
painting, you walk on a plat­ 
form which runs around the 
huge work of art. The artificial 
dunes and the picture combine 
dram atically to give the im­ 
pression that you are on a 
vast t>eaoh which stretches on 
for m iles and m iles. 
The “ Panorama Mesdag” is 
housed 
in 
a special 16-sided 
wooden building. The picture 
was created 
by 
the famous 
Dutch seascape artist, Hendrik 
Willem Mesdag, who was a s ­ 
sisted in his work by his wife, 
Sientje Mesdag van Houten, a l­ 
so a painter of repute, and two 
other renowned a rtists, de Bock 
and B reitner. The team worked 
feverishly for four months to 
complete this Herculean task. 
They stood on a makeshift scaf­ 
folding mounted on a railway 
repair car which moved on 
tracks. At no tim e could any 
of the a rtists step back to 
evaluate his work. Each time 
that an artist wanted to check 
a perspective, he had to climb 
down and look at the progress 
from the center of the ring. 
Mesdag did all the sea, the 
sky and boats and the view of 
the dunes. His wife painted the 
houses and fishermen; de Bock 
•.did l»each scenes while B reitner 
worked on the cavalry and a rtil­ 
lery units which are shown 
exercising on the lieach. Mes­ 
dag worked out the details of 
the painting on an unusual glass 
cylinder which helped him to 
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imagine the picture in perspec- 
tive. Every detail of the scene 
was sketched on pa{*>r before 
any of the a rtists set his brush 
to the canvas. 
The “ Panorama Mesdag” is 
one of the top attractions in The 
Hague. 
The curious and the 
nostalgic come to visit it regu­ 
larly. Older Hollanders like to 
rem inisce in front of it alxmt 
the days when Scheveningen was 
a quaint port; younger people 
come to see homes and scenes 
which are important to them 
historically. 
Foreign visitors 
to The Hague also go to see 
this unusual attraction and to 
m arvel over the work of art, 
which is unlike anything they 
can find at home. You’ll hear 
viewers say, “ It’s so real you 
could catch a fish in it,” when 
they look at the painted sea. 
The compliment is a high one, 
indeed, but worthy of the gen­ 
ius which produced Holland’s 
novel monumental m asterpiece.

The largest 
painting in tho 
world can lie found in Holland, 
one of E urope’s sm allest and 
most enchanting countries. The 
im m ense work of a rt, “ The 
Pan o r a rn a 
Mesdag,” 
w a s 
painted in the late 19th century 
and covers 
over 
a mile of 
canvas in a c irc u la r sotting, 
which makes viewing a picture 
much like observing th eatre-in - 
the-round. Tho unique 375-foot- 
long, 49 - foot - high painting, 
which depicts turn of the century 
life in the seaport of Scheven­ 
ingen, is located in The Hague, 
right off Z eestraat (Sea Street), 
which houses some of the coun­ 
tr y ’s finest a rt galleries.

The ruling, which places Mi­ 
am i on probation for one year 
and bans the school from the 
NCAA basketball tournament as 
w ell as other major post-season

FOOD IS A BARGAIN 
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Superstition 


In The Globe-Democrat 
by LOUIS LACOSS 
Over the years I have played 
considerable poker. My exper­ 
ience has been that if I win 
the first hand, I will come out 
loser at the end of the game. If 
I could resist the temptation 
to play that first hand I might 
be better off moneywise, but I 
have no will power when pre­ 
sented with a straight flush 
which my friend at my left 
beats with five aces—we play 
with the joker. Hence, I am a 
poorer ma n because I don't 
respect a superstition. 
Superstitions are a multitude 
and the line between them and 
fallacious thinking is thin. I 
read that superstition is a be­ 
lief surviving from an earlier 
stage of thinking and based 
on relations of cause and effect 
that 
are 
inconsistent 
with 
science. 
Primitive ways of thinking, 
childish 
acceptance, folklore 
traditions and ignorance com­ 
bine to keep superstition alive 
among the uninformed classes 
(of which I must be one.). 
Yet 
the 
strong emotional 
trend, actuated by hope 
or 
fear, maintains the appeal 
of 
all sorts of beliefs to super­ 
stitious minds, of whatever de­ 
gree of general education. 
We have read of the beliefs 
of the ancients, among them 
that the earth is held together 
by a huge snake which encircles 
it. The Indians believed that the 
Sun-man 
and 
Earth-woman 
were husband and wife and by 
their union we had the inhab- 
itated world. The Sun-man de­ 
serted his wife and took all his 
relations—the stars—with him. 
But the Old Man who had really 
created the earth, went to the 
Sun-man's camp and drove out 
everybody— the 
sun, 
moon, 
stars— and ordered that they 
should be seen by everybody 
day or night. 
That wasn’t too different from 
the old time beliefs in the Evil 
Eye and Witchcraft, and the 
even today accepted belief in 
the magic of charms, amulets 
and other talismen. 
The bits of m irror woven into 
Oriental embroideries, seem­ 
ingly for ornamental purposes 
only, may be regarded as ward­ 
ing off evil. The custom among 
Greek peasants of leaving some 
stitches unfinished in a gown 
lest, if finished, it would soon 
finish the life of the wearer, 
has a close relative in the 
present day belief that it is bad 
luck to give a knife as a gift 
because it would cut friendship. 
How did the horseshoe get into 
the act? We don't know but it 
sure does bring luck—if hung 
with prongs upright. Finding a 
horseshoe parallels such other 
superstitions as finding a four- 
leaf clover or picking up pins 
to induce further finds. 
Salt is an indispensable article 
of food, so spilling it brings 
bad luck and throwing a pinch 
of it over the left shoulder 
offsets bad luck. 
In general any part of the body 
may be involved in this good 
or bad luck business. Locks of 
hair and clipped fingernails can 
be used to “ cast a spell"; a 
glove might be buried with the 
notion that as it rotted so would 
the person who once wore it. 
Are any of these common to 
your own thoughts? Such as— 
one must not step on the shadow 
of another or suffer bad luck; 
the custom that m irrors must 
be covered in a house in which 
death has just occurred, the 
prophetic qualities of dreams 
(dream of the dead, and hear 
from the living)? 
Common superstitions are re­ 
lated to 13, the number seated 
at the Last Supper. Hostesses 
are wary of seating 13 persons 
at dinner; many hotels do not 
have a thirteenth floor; many 
athletes refuse to wear a uni­ 
form with the number 13. How 
often have you seen a refusal 
to light three cigarettes with 
one match? Do you expect bad 
luck if a black cat runs across 
your path, or if you walk under 
a ladder? 
Do you still believe that hand­ 
ling toads will produce warts, 
that stepping on the cracks of 
a sidewalk is tempting fate, 
that knocking on wood will off­ 
set, for instance, your bragging 
that you haven't had a bad cold 
all winter? 
Do you believe in the effi­ 
cacy of carrying a rabbit's 
foot or an elk’s tooth, or per­ 
haps you ward off rheumatism 
by carrying a dry chestnut in 
your pocket? Does it bring bad 
luck to postpone a wedding, do 
you believe your future can be 
foretold by the reading of tea 
leaves? 
Does an itching nose mean 
that visitors are coming and 
that an itching palm means that 
you will receive money, that 
when your ears are burning 
someone is talking about you, 
favorable if the right ear, un­ 
favorable if the left; that when 
you have cold shivers someone 
is walking on the spot that will 
lie your grave? 
Many women putting on a pair 
of hose, refuse to use the left 
foot first, always the right, and 
these same women believe that 
if the hem of their dress is 
turned up and they make a wish 
before they turn it down, it 
will come true. 
How about wishing on a star? 
“Star light, star bright, I wish 
you merry, I wish you might; 
I wish my wish would come 
true tonight." 
Then there is the moon which 
is credited with having much to 
do about the weather, with great 
influence on human life. Of 


course you must never look at 
a new moon over you r left 
shoulder, and it Is dangerous 
to sleep with the moon shining on 
you. 
The word “ lunatic" is derived 
from the Latin word “luna," 
the moon, which embodies the 
old belief that mentally afflicted 
persons are affected by changes 
in the moon. 
Plant potatoes in the dark of 
the moon? Never, say some 
gardeners. Never open an um­ 
brella in the house; if you give 
somebody an umbrella as a 
gift, always add a penny or your 
friend will have bad luck. 
Baseball players are a super­ 
stitious 
lot. 
They pick 
up 
imaginary 
pebbles and throw 
them away; an outfielder going 
to his position will not step on 
a foul line; if a player gets 
a hit he will not change bats 
until all the hits are out of 
it; a pitcher who is “ going 
good" wears the same sweat 
shirt, even refuses to have it 
washed until he loses. 
There are dozens of these su­ 
perstitions just as there are 
in the theater and the circus. 
Not one of them based on facts 
or capable of proof. 
Aside 
from 
superstitions 
which are really a habit of 
thought, many of us entertain 
fallacies which have been re­ 
peated so often that we regard 
them as truth. For instance, 
.Cinderella did not wear a glass, 
slipper when she went to the 
ball and met her Prince Charm­ 
ing. It was a fur slipper, much 
more 
sensible 
for 
a 
cold 
winter’s night, especially when 
she wished to return home with­ 
out any of her folks being the 
wiser. 
A drowning person does not 
rise to the surface three times 
before he finally sinks in death.

Reports reaching government analysts here indicate that 
many Red party bosses were fearful khrushchev was getting 
ready to shuffle them out. 
They acted before he did. 
Some time back, Khrushchev divided the power and 
authority of many field party men. 
Regional Communist 
party bosses, who once were supreme in both industry and 
agriculture, found their authority cut in half. 
Khrushchev ruled that in each region there would be one 
party boss to handle agriculture, another to handle industry. 
Khrushchev brought in new, younger men. It appeared to 
many of the older men that they were on their way out. 
But many of these dov. ngraded older men were still m em ­ 
bers of the Communist Party Central Committee, which has 
the final say on who is first party secretary and boss of the 
Soviet Union. 
THE SAME FRICTION DEV ELOPED between Khrushchev 
and some older key military men who feared that they and 
their beliefs were losing out to newcomers. A small bloc of 
these older men still had votes on the Central Committee. 
Khrushchev also undercut the authority of key men on the 
ruling Presidium. He ignored party ideologist M. A. Suslov 
in the way he pursued the conflict with Red China. 
He 
ignored Nikolay Podgorny, Dimitri Polyansky and Gennay 
Voronov in his plans for Soviet agriculture.
